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The  Streakers  1974 


February  20,  1  974  began  as  any  other  day  does  at  Troy  State  University,  only  it  was  not  just  any  other  day.  By  as  early  as 
9:00  a.m.,  the  grapevine  was  buzzing  of  a  streak  and  excitement  filled  the  student  body.  As  the  morning  slowly  wore  on,  the 
excitement  mounted  and  at  1  1 .50  the  quad  was  filled  with  almost  as  many  students  and  faculty  as  could  be  seen  at  a  Troy  State 
football  game.  The  rumored  streak  was  supposed  to  take  place  at  12:00  noon.  As  many  students  watched  anxiously,  time 
passed,  and  at  approximately  12:15  p.m.,  from  the  doorway  of  Kilby  Hall  came  two  brave  nudes  clad  in  tennis  shoes  and 
masks.  While  the  students  cheered  wildly,  they  ran  across  the  quad,  between  Wright  and  McCall  Halls,  through  the  parking  lot 
to  Hamil  Hall  where  they  jumped  into  the  waiting  get-away  car  and  sped  away  unapprehended. 

Why  all  the  excitement  over  something  that  was  happening  everywhere?  The  answer  could  be  that  when  something  is  happen- 
ing almost  everywhere  else,  it  is  generally  happening  everywhere  but  Troy  State  University.  For  years,  we  have  been  one  of  the 
most  conservative  campuses  in  the  South  and  the  fact  that  we  had  streakers,  too,  made  students  realize  that  we  weren't  any 
different  from  any  other  college  students  in  the  nation.  We  are  just  as  crazy,  and  besides,  it  was  something  to  talk  about  for  the 
rest  of  the  week. 

In  1973  in  February,  Troy  State  was  snowed-in  by  1  1  inches  of  snow  which  for  South  Alabama  was  an  event.  In  1974  in 
February,  Troy  State  experienced  its  first  streakers.  Perhaps  a  tradition  has  been  started  for  February  at  TSU;  so,  watch  out  in 
1975.

Governor  George  C.  Wallace,  Chairman 


Troy  State's  Board  of  Trustees  is  made  up  of  outstanding  Alaba- 
mians  from  a  variety  of  walks  in  life. 

Governor  George  C.  Wallace  is  chairman  of  the  board;  State 
Supt.  of  Education,  Dr.  Leroy  Brown,  and  McDowell  Lee,  Secretary 
of  the  Alabama  Senate,  and  State  Senator  Bob  Wilson  are  other 
Alabama  leaders  on  the  board. 

Gov.  Wallace,  a  former  circuit  judge  from  Barbour  County  and 
member  of  the  State  Legislature  has  twice  run  for  the  U.S.  Presi- 
dency; he  is  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  major  political  leaders  in 
the  country. 

At  the  close  of  Gov.  Wallace's  second  term  as  Governor,  he  is 
running  for  an  unprecedented  third  term  and  is  considered  the  front 
runner  in  the   1974  Governor's  race. 

Dr.  Leroy  Brown  has  been  state  superintendent  since  1  971 ;  prior 
to  that  he  held  other  important  jobs  in  the  education  field  in- 
cluding serving  as  superintendent  of  Tuscumbia  City  Schools  for 
four  years,  superintendent  of  the  Anniston  City  Schools,  Director  of 
the  University  of  Alabama  Gadsden  Center  and  six  years  as  presi- 
dent of  Jefferson  State  Junior  College. 

McDowell  Lee,  a  TSU  graduate,  is  a  Clayton  native,  serves  as 
President  Pro-Tempore  of  the  board.  He  was  elected  mayor  of  the 
Town  of  Clio  at  the  age  of  2 1 ,  the  youngest  man  ever  elected 
mayor  of  an  Alabama  town.  He  was  a  special  agent  with  the  FBI 
from  1950  to  1952,  a  member  of  the  Legislature  from  1955-63. 
He  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Alabama  Senate  in  July  1963, 
and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  state's  top  legislative  leaders. 

Circuit  Judge  Jack  Wallace  of  Clayton  is  Gov.  George  Wall- 
ace's brother.  He  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  state's  key  political 
leaders.  Judge  Wallace  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Alabama 
and  the  University  of  Alabama  Law  School;  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Farrah  Order  of  Jurisprudence,  the  Alabama  and  Barbour  County 
Bar  Associations  and  the  State  Circuit  Judge's  Association. 


State  Senator  Robert  Wilson  of  Jasper  is  also  one  of  the  major 
powers  in  Alabama  politics  and  a  key  figure  in  the  support  of 
higher  education  in  the  state.  An  attorney  and  two  time  member  of 
the  state  senate,  Wilson  is  chairman  of  the  Senate  Finance  and 
Taxation  Committee.  He  has  been  named  "Outstanding  Orator"  in 
the  State  Legislature  by  the  Capitol  Press  Corps. 

J.  Wilbert  Jordan  of  Mobile  is  an  insurance  company  executive 
and  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Alabama  and  the  University  of 
Alabama  Law  School.  A  recognized  leader  in  the  insurance  field, 
he  is  also  active  in  civic  work  and  church  activities  in  Mobile. 

Mrs.  Alice  D.  Moseley  of  Selma  is  a  graduate  of  Agnes  Scott 
College  in  Decatur,  Ga.  and  holds  her  Masters  Degree  from  Emory 
University.  She  is  married  to  Frank  Wallace  Moseley,  Jr.  and  is  a 
leader  in  civic,  social  and  church  activities  in  Selma  and  the  State. 

Board  member  Jack  Giles  of  Huntsville  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama  and  the  University  of  Alabama  Law  School.  A 
Dallas  County  native,  he  is  a  former  State  Senator,  has  served  as 
City  Attorney  in  Huntsville  and  has  held  several  key  appointments 
in  Madison  County  as  well  as  at  the  State  level. 

C.J.  Hartley  of  Tuscaloosa  is  also  a  University  of  Alabama  grad- 
uate. He  is  a  leading  merchant  in  Tuscaloosa,  and  in  1  967  was 
named  Man  of  the  Year  by  the  greater  Tuscaloosa  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  He  is  active  in  Boys  Club  work,  in  the  Exchange  and 
Elks  Clubs  and  the  YMCA  in  Tuscaloosa. 

Robert  E.  Kelly  of  Montgomery  is  the  vice  president  of  the  Union 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  the  city.  Kelly  is  an  attorney  and  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  with  a  doctorate  of  juris- 
prudence from  that  university.  He  has  served  as  State  Treasurer  of 
the  Alabama  Heart  Association.

In  1 968  Dr.  Adams  was  named  Man  of  the  Year  in  Troy.

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Reflections  of  the  1973  Football  Season 


by  Gary  Stegner 


Tom  Jones  told  sportswriters  and  sportscasters  prior  to  the  1  973 
football  season  that  a  long  and  hard  road  was  ahead  for  Troy 
State.  Upperclassmen  were  almost  non-existent  in  TSU's  line  up 
and  as  Jones  put  it,  "We're  going  to  line  up  a  bunch  of  fuzzy- 
cheeked  youngsters  that  love  to  play  ...  I'm  sure  we'll  be  proud 
of  them." 

And  as  it  turned  out,  Jones  and  his  entire  staff  was  proud.  TSU 
gridders,  fielding  their  first  team  under  the  title  "Trojans"  romped 
their  way  to  a  Gulf  South  Conference  title— a  surprise  finish,  if 
anything,  in  college  division  football. 

Coaches  in  the  GSC  ranked  TSU  fifth  in  a  pre-season  poll,  and  at 
the  time,  many  considered  the  lowly  ranking  a  compliment.  Pre- 
season national  polls  didn't  recognize  TSU,  but  when  it  was  fin- 
ished the  story  had  taken  an  about  face. 


defeat.  Ouachita  Baptist  fell  17-7,  conference  opponents  SE  Loui- 
siana went  down  24-0,  Delta  State  fell  17-10  and  Florence  was 
the  subject  of  a  TSU  Homecoming  at  the  tune  of  36-7. 

Then  the  six  game  winning  streak  came  to  a  screaching  halt.  Troy 
travelled  to  Lake  Charles,  La.  to  meet  always  powerful  McNeese 
State.  Troy  had  the  deep  South's  only  undefeated  college  division 
record  and  the  Cowboys  forced  Troy  into  numerous  crucial  situ- 
ations. McNeese  came  out  ahead  21-6  and  the  hopes  of  an  unde- 
feated season  had  vanished. 

Troy  rallied  and  iced  away  the  conference  title  with  a  30-0  blister- 
ing of  Tennessee  Martin— a  game  where  Troy's  offense  clicked  with 
the  precision  it  lacked  the  week  before.  The  defense  was  as  rugged 
as  ever  and  would  soon  lock  away  the  honor  of  being  the  best  in 
the  conference. 


The  Trojans  ended  up  7-2-1  and  maintained  a  lofty  national  rank- 
ing for  nine  consecutive  weeks.  Post  season  honors  rained  down  on 
Troy,  its  players  and  head  coach.  The  GSC  named  Jones  "Coach 
of  the  Year,"  as  did  the  NAIA  District  27. 

Offensive  center  Mark  King  splashed  his  name  across  the  national 
news  media  with  Associated  Press,  first  team  Ail-American  plau- 
dits. Defensive  tackle  Dennis  Anderson  and  Mike  Culbertson  were 
honorable  mention  AP  Ail-Americans  and  other  post-season  all-star 
squads  read  like  a  Trojan  roster. 


Rival  Jacksonville  State  came  to  town  loaded  with  the  hopes  of 
spoiling  Troy's  conference  claim  to  fame  and  the  Gamecocks 
walked  away  from  Memorial  Stadium  with  just  that.  Jacksonville 
used  a  28-point  flurry  in  the  second  quarter  to  win  it  38-14  and 
Troy's  GSC  title  and  No.  3  ranking  in  the  nation  were  again 
blemished. 

When  the  dust  settled,  Jones  looked  at  the  7-2-1  finish  with  a  smile 
of  surprise.  He  credited  the  success  to  the  attitude  and  determina- 
tion of  the  team  as  well  as  the  preparation  by  his  staff. 


To  say  it  was  all  sweet  would  be  erroneous,  unjust,  and  not  place 
proper  credit  on  the  attitudes  of  the  players  and  coaches.  The  sea- 
son started  at  nothing— a  15-15  tie  with  Northeast  Louisiana.  Fans 
could  not  tell  if  Troy  was  a  winner  or  loser  because  little  had  been 
proved  to  the  fans  back  home  on  the  playing  surface  in  Monroe, 
Louisiana. 

But  five  days  later,  the  season  was  made.  Troy  faced  talented  Liv- 
ingston University  in  Montgomery's  Crampton  Bowl— always  a 
classic  conference  rivalry.  Livingston  went  out  in  front  early  by  six 
and  Troy  battled  for  its  life  and  accomplished  the  impossible  in  the 
final  seconds  of  the  rain-soaked  game. 

Tailback  Johnny  Grimes,  who  would  later  win  all-GSC  honors, 
skirted  around  right  end  from  two  yards  out  for  the  game  tying 
touchdown  with  less  than  two  minutes  showing.  Freshman  Steve 
Williams,  whose  missed  extra  points  against  NE  Louisiana  were  in 
the  back  of  his  mind,  booted  true  and  Troy  had  its  first  win  of  the 
season. 

In  the  weeks  that  followed,  Troy's  offense  and  defense  com- 
plimented each  other.  GSC  foe  Nicholls  State  was  dealt  a  42-7 


"I  would  have  been  the  last  person  to  figure  us  as  conference 
champions  before  the  season  started,"  Jones  said  after  it  was 
over.  "It  (the  GSC  title)  was  something  we  wanted,  but  in  our  ten 
games,  at  least  seven  teams  had  superior  quantity  and  quality.  Our 
men  didn't  give  up  and  they  should  be  admired. 

The  GSC  title  was  Troy's  second  in  three  years  of  league  play. 
King's  AP  Ail-American  status  as  a  first-teamer  was  a  first  for  the 
school,  as  was  his  being  named  UPl's  "National  Lineman  of  the 
Week"  on  two  occasions  during  the  year.  But  others  played  a 
monumental  role. 

The  NAIA  also  honored  safety  Tony  Myrick,  Dennis  Anderson,  and 
offensive  guard  Donnie  Jones.  All-GSC  selections  included  King, 
Anderson,  Grimes  and  Culbertson. 

Jones  said  youth  was  the  key  factor  along  with  ambition,  determi- 
nation and  a  sense  of  oneness  throughout  the  squad.  The  "fuzzy- 
cheeked  youngsters  that  loved  to  play,"  had  done  what  no  one 
else  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Tennessee  had  figured 
on— Troy  State,  the  Gulf  South  Conference  1 973  Football 
Champions.
